The species are independent or distinct because: 

In Species I, if the first processing device exceeds its thermal threshold during 
execution of the first operation, transferring the first operation to a second one of the 
plurality of processing device. 

In Species II, if the first processing device exceeds its thermal threshold during 
execution of the first operation, transferring the first operation to a queue. 

In Species III, a second processor operable to execute a second operation, the 
second operation having a low priority and the second operation is transferred to the 
first processor, and the first processor executes the second operation at a reduced 
clock speed. 

In Species IV, determining a thermal value indicative of the temperature of the 
component; depending on the thermal value: 
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lowering the clock speed and selecting one of the operations having lower priority 
of execution, or maintaining or raising the clock speed and selecting one of the 
operations having a higher priority of execution. 

In Species V, wherein, if the thermal threshold of the processor is exceeded, the 
processor selects the first operation for processing, and if the thermal threshold of the 
processor is exceeded, the processor selects the second operation for processing.
